They 
are just about establishing a tannery, and a a boot and shoe manufactory. An 
mn coming here to live, can get a farm for the mere cost of surveying, about 6 do 
for 160 acres, and land too that will produce from fifty to sixty bushels of wheat 
tothe acre. Wheat is worth here one dollar per bushel.”—St. Louis Union.
